VV HERE AS, Nathan's Law made a number of changes in the law intended to improve 
school bus safety in the State and also created the Mississippi School Bus Safety Task Force: and

ol school bus safety-, examining and studying approaches taken by other states to school bus 
salety, and researching and developing recommendations relating to school bus safety; and 

WHEREAS, the Task Force fulfilled its legislative mandate and published its findings 
and recommendations in a report to the Governor and the Legislature on December 3 1. 20 I L 

W HEREAS, the Task Force requested in its report that it be permitted to continue to 
exist and meet on a quarterly basis to monitor the progress -of its recommendations:
